Every d ollar in taxes taken un n ecessarily from 
the workin gman or the farm er an d put in to the N a­ 
tion al or State Treasury , to be squan d ered in ord er 
to preven t a red uction of taxes an d to m ake ex­ 
pen d itures come up to govern m en t receipts.d eprives 
the farm er an d w orkin gm an of a d ollar, which he 
n eed s to m eet home expen ses an d of which lie can 
m ake better use than the govern m en t can . 
Nob xly 
pay s a tax on tobacco, except the con sum ers of to­ 
bacco. They are willin g to pay for the luxury , an d 
they ask n o relief. The sam e is true of the taxes on 
alcohol an d m alt liquors. These are most tit items 
of reven ue. The taxes which oppress the people 
are the tariff taxes on the n ecessaries of life. 
Now we like this d ogged ad heren ce to the 
free trad e d octrin e, wherever we see it in a 
Democratic ed itorial or speech. 
It is to be 
hoped that it will be persisted it till the 8th 
of November, 1892. 
It is especially to be 
hoped that the effort to en lighten the farmers 
will be con tin ued w ithout rest or in terrup­ 
tion . 
There is som ethin g heroic in outspo­ 
ken an d un y ield in g ad heren ce to an un popu­ 
lar id ea, n or should our ad m iration be less­ 
en ed by the fact that this prin ciple has be­ 
come at last so un popular an d so weak as to 
be n o lon ger d an gerous.

in g built upon common wealths of poor an d 
scattered population s that showed n o sign s of 
recovery from the d esolation of the rebel­ 
lion un til the in flux of Northern capital, en ­ 
terprise an d labor began . It wan ts the tariff 
cut d own , in ord er that the in tern al reven ue, 
a w ar tax pure an d simple, may be preserved , 
an d the great whisky trust protected from 
the competition of the small m an ufacturers. 
It say s that the con sumers of tobacco an d 
whisky are w illin g to pay the tax on these 
“ luxuries” an d ask n o relief. 
This is uutrue 
in respect to tobacco, for it is n ot a luxury 
but an absolute n ecessity to every man who 
uses it, an d the great majoi4ty of tobacco 
con sumers are poor men . They ask for the

H ill’s veto of every bill which 
projioses to put this tax where it is n eed ed , 
in stead of ad d in g it to the useless surplus in 
the n ation al treasury . 
But all the same we are glad to see the 
Arg u s stan d by its free trad e gun . 
It is a 
hopeful sign that the Democratic party will 
m oun t a free trad e platform again in 1892. 
T he party is join ed in separably to the old 
South, which ad heres to the Con fed erate con ­ 
stitution an d the square-toed free trad e d ecla­ 
ration therein .

He claims that a petition to the 
Govern or to call an extra session of the Leg 
islaturc to pass a n ew appropriation has bee 
ign ored by him; he has n ot even tried t 
quiet them by publishin g his reason s for n< 
com ply in g. 
There are two views to be taken of the sit 
n ation . 
The first is that, the Capitol bein 
un com pleted , an d more mon ey sure to be 
spen t, the Govern or would have d on e a kin d 
n ess to the workin gmen to sign the bill an d 
let them have the em ploy m en t that it woul 
have furn ished . 
Ilis Excellen cy 's chief ob­ 
jection was that the appropriation was n ot 
large en ough; he w an ted a million or n oth 
in g. 
But the workin gm en would have been 
glad of the smaller sum, an d when we reflect 
that it would have given atiout 600 of them 
stead y employ men t for a y ear at $2 a d ay 
their d isappoin tm en t d oes n ot seem surpris 
in g. 
The mon ey will be collected from tin 
ti.x-pay ers an d m ust lie in the Treasury for a 
y ear, while those for whom it was in ten d ed 
m ust either go away for work or see their 
families starve. 
T akin g this view of the 
case, the Govern or acted very un wisely an d 
very cruelly in vetoin g the item 
Then there is the other view—that Capitol 
build in g should n ot, because it can n ot, be re 
lied upon as a perm an en t in d ustry for A1 
ban y . 
If the Govern or were actin g from a 
wish to Impress this lesson upon the Capitol 
workin gm en , there m ight be som ethin g to 
commen d in the motive. Alban y has shown a 
d isgustin g greed from the d ay that the n ew 
Capitol was begun , n n d it is this greed an d 
n othin g else that has swelled the cost of the 
build in g from the four million s origin ally in ­ 
ten d ed to twen ty million s, with the prospect 
of y et pilin g upon the top of this en ormous 
cost a sum equal to that which the people 
had agreed to pay when the foun d ation s 
were laid . 
If the Govern or had given n otice 
in his veto that the people had been too heav­ 
ily taxed , an d n eed ed an d should have a rest 
till the en d of his term , he would have been 
applaud ed from on e en d of the state to the 
other.

T he fiscal y ear is over, an d (lie red uction 
in circulation outstan d in g in con sequen ce of 
gold exports, though n ot so large as has be 
by some apprehen d ed , is y et con sid erable, 
eleven mon ths the exports had been $30,864, 
651 gold an d $17,504.721 silver, an d Jun e 
ad d ed over $17.500,000 gold , an d $1,135,000 
silver, makin g more than sixty -seven million 
specie exported within the fiscal y ear. Abou 
lmlf of this large sum, or even thirty -three 
million s, wen t out in the two m on ths of May 
an d Jun e, an d un less estimates of the situa 
tion which were form eilv accepted by n earl 
all are to be put asid e, it must be ad m itte 
that the loss of gold at that rate could hard ly 
con tin ue lon g without serious embarrassmen t 
But up to the presen t time n o d isturban ce 
has resulted , an d the large con traction in the 
circulatin g med ium d urin g Jun e has pro 
d ueed scarcely an y effect in the mon ey m ar 
kct. 
The d ecrease in circulation has been n early 
as great as the outgo of gold . 
For althou 
the gold exported is n ot usually taken from 
the coin circulation , hut from the stock of 
bullion , it comes to pass in the course of pay 
moots to an d by the Treasury that the amoun t 
of shipm en ts is in on e way or an other taken 
from the circulation . 
The Treasury pay 
out bullion rather than coin , an d has actually 
d imin ished the volume of gold bullion held 
almost $20,000,000 d urin g the mon th of Jun e 
havin g taken about $1.500,000 for coin age 
But gold certificates an d eold coin are paid 
in to the Treasury for the bullion , besid es 
other forms of curren cy through the opera 
tion s 
of 
Clearin g 
Houses, 
so 
that 
the 
amoun t 
of 
gold 
certificates 
outstan d in g 
d ecreased 
in 
.Jun e 
$12, 
251,903, an d the amoun t of Un ited State 
n otes d imin ished $1,810,668, while $3,595, 
768 ban k n otes were retired besid es the d e 
crease in amoun t held by the Treasury . 
On 
the other ben d , the gold an d silver coin held 
by the Treasury in creased more than the 
coin age d uritur the m on th, so that in all 
forms the circulation d ecreased $16,961,637 
H avin g d imin ished thirty -four million s sin ce 
Mav 1, the circulation is still about eight 
million s l arger than on e y ear ago, an d sixty 
three million s larger than two y ears ago. 
T hus the mon ey markets are for the pres 
en t am ply supplied , an d n o strin gen cy 
felt. 
It is gen erally expected , m oreover,that 
free exports of merchan d ise will soon place 
such a supply of commercial hills in the ex 
chan ge m arket that gold will tease to go 
abroad . 
W ithout con trovertin g this prevail 
in g impression , it may be wise n ot to forgt 
that the d eman d which has been felt from 
Fran ce has n ot been of a n ature to be gov 
ern ed by the usual commercial in fluen ces,an d 
may possibly 
con tin ue, 
an d 
that large 
sellin g of securities for foreign 
accoun t 
could n ot surprise an y on e in view of the 
outbreak 
of 
n ew 
railroad 
con troversies 
Speculation d oes n ot this y ear block the 
chan n els of export, as in some previous y ears 
an d un less even ts n ot n ow expected should 
stim ulate the speculation for an ad van ce there 
is little prospect for such an in terruption o 
foreign trad e. 
But it is at least possible that 
the foreign d eman d for American prod uc 
may n ot suiliec to arrest sufficien tly soon the 
outgo of precious metals. 
The reven ue of the fiscal y ear exceed ed 
that of the previous y ear by $9,300,000, an d 
the n et red uction of public d ebt less cash was 
almost $89,000,000. 
In ad d ition to the fa< 
of bon d purchases n o less than *17,292,362 
has been paid for premiums. 
These circutn 
stan ces all give force to the suggestion that 
the Presid en t may fin d it exped ien t to call an 
extra session of Con gress in October, in 
d or to afford opportun ity for n eed ed fin an 
cial legi-lution as early as practicable.

quiet them by publishing his reasons for not 
com plying. 
There are two views to lie taken of the sit 
nation. 
The first is that, the Capitol tieing 
uncompleted, and more money sure to In 
spent, the Governor would have rhine a kind 
ness to the workingmen to sign the hill and 
let them have the employment that it would 
have furnished. 
His Excellency's chief ol 
jcction was that the appropriation was not 
large enough; he wanted a million or no Iii 
log. 
But the workingmen would have been 
glad of the smaller sum, ami when we reflect 
that it would have given alo u t ftOO of them 
steady employment for a year at $2 a day 
their disapiHiinttncnt docs not seem surpris 
ing. 
The money will In* collected from the 
t tx payers and must lie in the Treasury for a 
Tear, while those for w hom it was intended 
m ust either go away for work or see their 
families starve. 
Taking this view of the 
case, the Governor acted very unwisely and 
very cruelly in vetoing the item 
Then there is the other view—that Capitol 
building should not, because it cannot, tic re­ 
lied upon as a permanent industry for Al 
bany. 
If the Governor were acting from a 
wish to impress this lesson upon the Capitol 
workingmen, there might be something to 
commend in the motive. Albany has shown a 
disgusting greed from the day that the new 
Capitol was begun, and it is this greed and 
nothing else that bus swelled the cost of the 
building from the four millions originally in 
tended to twenty millions, with the prospect 
of yet piling upon the top of this enormous 
cost a sum equal to that which the people 
hail agreed to pay when Hie foundations 
were laid. 
If the Governor had given notice 
in ins veto that the people had been too heav­ 
ily taxed, and needed and should have a rest 
till the end of his term, he would have been 
applauded from one end of the state to the 
other.

the farm er and workingman of a dollar, which he 
needs to meet home expenses and of which he can 
m ake better use than the governm ent can. Nobxly 
K 
ys a tax ou tobacco, except the consumers of to- 
cco. They are willing to pay for the luxury, and 
they ask no relief. The same is true of the taxes on 
alcohol and malt liquors. These are most tit items 
of revenue. The taxes which oppress the people 
are the tariff taxes ou the necessaries of life. 
Now we like this dogged adherence to the 
free trade doctrine, wherever we see it in a 
Democratic editorial or speech. 
It is to be 
hoped that it will lie persisted it till the 8th 
of November, 1892. 
It is especially to be 
hoped that the effort to enlighten the farmers 
will be continued without rest or interrup­ 
tion. 
There is something heroic in outspo­ 
ken and unyielding adherence to an unpopu­ 
lar idea, nor should our adm iration be less­ 
ened by the fact that this principle has be­ 
come at last so unpopular and so weak as to 
be no longer dangerous. 
The Argus wants the tmiff cut down be 
low the protective point, though English 
manufacturers, giving up the fight, are com­ 
ing to this country with their millions of 
capital, and buying up evcrv productive es 
tablishment that they can lay their bauds on 
thus exhibiting a preference for a protection 
country about the meaning of which there 
can lie no mistake. 
It wants the tariff

the South and the West are filling up with 
factories, and great protection states are he 
ing built upon commonwealths of poor and 
scattered populations that showed no signs of 
recovery from the desolation of the rebel­ 
lion until the influx of Northern capital, en 
tcrprise and labor began. 
It wants the tariff 
cut down, in order that the internal revenue 
a w ar tax pure and simple, may he preserved 
and the great whisky tru.-t protected from 
the competition of the small m anufacturers. 
It says that the consumers of tobacco and 
whisky are w illing to pay the tax on these 
“ luxuries” and ask no relief. 
This is untrue 
in respect to tobacco, for it is not a luxury 
but an absolute necessity to every man w ho 
uses it, and the great majority of tobacco 
consumers are poor men. 
They ask for the

And

A rgus, if 
it sincerely 
believes that the 
consumers of alcoholic and malt liquors a-e 
pleased with their tax, is hardly consistent in 
defending Gov. Hill’s veto of every hill which 
proposes to put this tax where it is needed 
instead of adding it to the useless surplus in 
the national treasury. 
But all the same we are glad to see the 
Argus stand by its free trade gun. 
It 
hopeful sign that the Democratic party will 
mount a free trade platform again in 1S92 
Tiie party is joined inseparably to the old 
South, which adheres to the Con federate con 
stitution and the square-toed free trade decla 
ration therein.

The action of the American exhibitors at Paris in 
shutting their show-on Sunday is due, it seems, to 
the instructions of Mr. Secretary Blaine, who di­ 
eted the American Minister and Uuited States 
Commissioner-General "to recognize the observance 
of Sunday in accordance with the laws and customs 
of the American people.’’—J'all Mall Gaiette. 
Mr. Blaine is a civilizer as well as a diplo­ 
mat. 
He is doing the countries of Conti­ 
nental Europe good service by teaching them 
how the 
Americans 
keep the Sabbath. 
Statesmen and capitalists may sneer at the 
Puritanic notion, but the workingmen will 
be pleased with it. 
Wherever Sabbath ob­ 
servance has been abandoned in Europe the 
workingman his been compelled to labor 
seven days in the week instead of six, and his 
wages for the weeks’ service are no larger 
than when he secured the day of rest.

advocates 
except 
the 
imported 
saloon 
keepers, who 
toil not 
neither do they 
pin, hut still are not satisfied, as Americans 
are, with the profits of sixdaysof trade. The 
beer-seller can never take charge of the gov­ 
ernment of this country,even with the jKiwer- 
ful sympathy of the Governor of New York 
on his side. 
The devotion of the American 
people to thoir Sabbath, whether it be for 
rest, for recreation or for worship, will keep 
the day separate, pure and sacred. 
Mr. 
Blaine’s order is in keeping with the Ameri­ 
can idea and wish. 
And France will profit 
if it learns to respect the American manner 
of keeping the day at the exposition.

An Albany workingman named T. 
Marony sends to the Express of that city 
harrowing picture of the effects of Gov 
H ill’s veto of the Capitol appropriation hill 
One man has committed suicide for want o 
work, and others have left Albany and their 
families behind them to seek for work else 
where. 
He claims that a petition to the 
Governor to call an extra session of the Lt 
islature to pass a new appropriation has bee 
ignored by him; he has not even tried 
quiet them by publishing his reasons for not 
complying. 
There arc two views to he taken of the sit 
uation. 
The first is that, the Capitol being 
uncompleted, and more money sure to he 
spent, the Governor would have done a kind 
ness to the workingmen to sign the hill and 
let them have the employment that it would 
have furnished. 
His Excellency's chief oh 
jection was that the appropriation was not 
large enough; he wanted a million or notli 
ing. 
But the workingmen would have been 
glad of the smaller sum, and when we reflect 
that it would have given al>out 000 of them 
steady employment for a year at $2 a day, 
their disappointment does not seem surpris 
ing. 
The money will be collected from the 
tix-payers and must lie in the Treasury for a 
rear, while those for whom it was intended 
m ust either go away for work or see their 
families starve. 
Taking this view of the 
case, the Governor acted very unwisely and 
very cruelly in vetoing the item. 
Then there is the other view—that Capitol 
buildiDg should not, because it cannot, lie re­ 
lied upon as a permanent industry for A l­ 
bany. 
If the Governor were acting from a 
wish to impress this lesson upon the Capitol 
workingmen, there might be something to 
commend in the motive. Albany has shown a 
disgusting greed from the day that the new 
Capitol was begun, and it is this greed and 
nothing else that has swelled the cost of the 
building from the four millions originally in­ 
tended to twenty millions, with the prospect 
of yet piling upon the top of this enormous 
cost a sum equal to that which the people 
had agreed to pay when the foundations 
were laid. 
If the Governor had given notice 
In his veto that the people had been too heav­ 
ily taxed, and needed and should lmve a rest 
till the end of his term, he would have been 
applauded from one end of the state to the 
other. 
He has a right to consider the inter­ 
ests of some other people liesides a few hun­ 
dred Albany workingmen—those of the tax ­ 
payers especially. 
And if he has begun a se­

TH E NATIONAL FINANCES. 


H ow th e S pecie Is G oing A b ro ail — D ecrease 
of C irc u la tio n —R easo n s for an K x tia Ses- 
»i ion. 
(From the New York Tribune.] 
The fiscal year is over, and the reduction 
in circulation outstanding in consequence of 
gold exports, though not so large as has been 
by some apprehended, is yet considerable. In 
eleven months the exports had been $30,864,- 
(551 gold and $17,504.721 silver, and June 
added over $17.500,000 gold, and $1,135,000 
silver, making more than sixty-seven millions 
specie exported within the fiscal year. About 
half of this large sum, or even thirty three 
millions, went out in the two months of May 
and June, and unless estimates of the situa 
tion which were formeily accepted by nearly 
all are to he put aside, it must he admitted 
that the loss of gold at that rale rouid hardly 
continue long without serious embarrassment 
But up to the present time no disturbance 
has resulted, and the large contraction in the 
circulating medium during June has pro 
duccd scarcely any effect in the money mar 
kct. 
The decrease in circulation has been nearly 
as great as the outgo of gold. 
For although 
the gold exported is not usually taken from 
the coin circulation, hut from the stock of 
bullion, it comes to pass in the course of pay 
ments to and liy the Treasury that the amount 
of shipments is in one way or another taken 
from the circulation. 
The Treasury pays 
out bullion rather than coin, and lias actually 
dimini-hed the volume of gold bullion held 
almost $20,000,000 during the month of June 
having taken about $1.500,000 for coinage 
But gold certificates and gold coin are paid 
into the Treasury for the bullion, besides 
other forms of currency through the opera 
tions 
of 
Clearing 
Houses, 
so 
that 
the 
amount 
of 
gold 
certificates 
outstanding 
decreased 
in 
June 
«12, 
251,903. and the amount of United State 
notes diminished $1,810,668, while $3,595, 
708 hank notes were retired besides tire de 
crease in amount held by the Treasury. 
On 
the other hand, the gold and silver coin held 
by the Treasury increased more than the 
coinage duriug the month, so that in all 
forms the circulation decreased $16,964,637 
Having diminished thirty-four millions sinre 
Mav 1, the circulation is still about eight 
millions larger than one year ago, and sixty 
three millions larger than two years ago. 
Thus the money markets are for the pres 
ent amply supplied, and no stringency 
felt. 
It is generally expected, moreover,that 
free exports of merchandise will soon place 
such a supply of commercial hills in the ex 
change market that gold will cease to go 
abroad. 
Without controverting this prevail 
ing impression, it may he wise not to forget 
that the demand which has been felt from 
France has not been of a nature to he gov 
erned by the usual commercial influences,and 
may possibly 
continue, 
and 
that large 
sidling of securities for foreign 
account 
could not surprise any one in view of the 
outbreak of 
new 
railroad 
controversies 
Speculation does not this year block the 
channels of export, as in some previous years 
and unless events not now expected should 
stimulate the speculation for an advance there 
is little prospect for such an interruption of 
foreign trade. 
But it is at least possible that 
the foreign demand for American products 
may nut sullice to arrest sufficiently soon the 
outgo of precious metals. 
The revenue of the fiscal year exceeded 
that of the previous year by $9,300,000, and 
the net reduc tion of public debt less cash was 
almost $89,000,000. 
In addition to the fn< 
of bond purchases no less than *17,292,362 
has lieen paid for premiums. 
These circum 
stances all give force to the suggestion that 
the President may find it expedient to call an 
extra session of Congress in October, in or 
der to afford opportunity for needed finan 
cial legi-lation as early as practicable.

Tile Japanese and Chinese are frequently 
classed together by persons not familiar with 
their laws and customs, hut they are as dis­ 
tinct races as the Spanish or ourselves, and 
they hate each other w ith sn Undying hatred. 
One con offer a ('Mncke no more deadly un 
insult Hisn IU fall him a Japanese and rice 
rerH. 
I*he Japanese have the reputation of 
being the more progressive race, hut I doubt 
very much if they are. 
Tile outside world 
lias received this impression from Hie fact 
that China has been, as it w ere, a sealed coun­ 
try for so many years, while on the Contrary 
Japan has encouraged tutti!course and com ­ 
merce with other nations. 
Probably the most popular foreigners rep­ 
resenting the different courts at Washington 
arc the Chinese and Japanese Ministers and 
their numerous attaches of legation. 
A re­ 
ception or party is not considered complete 
wkhout their presence, and invitations arc 
ftmlv showered upon them.

his diminutive Stature, dark complexion and 
almond-shaped eyes will allow. 
But with 
his near neighbor, the Chinese, everything is 
d ’fferont. 
If he discards his native dress and 
deserts his queue, he becomes at once an 
alien, a wanderer onthe.faev Df llie earth, 
ami his Gove ptneWt oV his nearest relative 
would fail to recognize him, should he have 
the courage to return to his native land. 
The Japanese and Chinese* are frequently 
classed together by persons not familiar with 
their laws and customs, but they are as dis­ 
tinct races as the Spanish or ourselves, and 
they hate each other with an Uhdying hatred. 
One can offer a (’MrtCse no more deadly an 
insult than lb call him a Japanese and vice 
rem l. 
l'he Japanese have the reputation of 
being the more progressive race, hut 1 doubt 
very much if they are. 
The outside world 
’ as received this impression from the fact 
that China has been, as it were, a sealed coun­ 
try for so many years, while on the Contrary 
Japan has encouraged intCVcourse and com­ 
merce with other nations. 
Probably the most popular foreigners rep­ 
resenting the different courts at Washington 
arc the Chinese and Japanese Ministers and 
their numerous attaches of legation. 
A re­ 
ception or party is not considered complete 
vjitliout their presence, and invitations are 
fairly showered upon them. 
I chanced ti) be 
iu Washington a winter or so ago, when I 
liad the pleasure of meeting the very much 
sought after and adir’Yed medical attache of 
the Chinese Legation, Yow Jiar Shee, or Dr. 
Yow, as he is more familiarly known. 
I met 
him at so many entertainments that I came to 
the conclusion he was ubiquitous, nnd many 
are the pleasant chats we haVe Rad together. 
Society women took him up most violently, 
and the latesl novelty was to have him pre­ 
side at the tea-table at an afternoon reception, 
place usually occupied by youth and lieauty, 
serve 
that 
fashionable 
beverage 
true 
Oiiental 
style. 
I 
shall 
never 
forget 
the 
appearance 
of 
This “John Chinaman,” with lliS Rowing 
robes of light-blue and yellow rilk, bis queue 
reaching down almost to the end of bis skirts, 
and the black skull cap, with tin* red button 
on top, denoting the highest rank of his coun­ 
try, handling delicate china cups as daintily 
and gracefully as a woman and at the same 
time making tea m the .most scientific and 
delicious manner. 
Dr. Vow, I understand, 
is a musician nf considerable note In his own 
country* but the Chiuese idea of melody is in 
such ‘strong contrast to ours’ that the dis­ 
mal shrieks and howls which ¡“sued from his 
mouth, unaccompanied by music, seemed lu­ 
dicrous in »hr extreme. The only sounds I 
cau coUYpare them to arc the midnight ser­ 
enades of a feline orchestra on the garden 
wall. I attended one entertainment where 
he was requested by the hostess to briug his 
favorite musical instrument, the flute, and 
day for the amusement of her guests. 
I)ur- 
ng the evening one of the ladies of the house 
approached him and suggested sending to the 
drawing-room for his flute, when, to the sur­ 
prise of everyone, he gave a sudden jerk, a 
cunning expression coming over his face, and 
from his long, flowing sleeve he pulled what 
seemed to lie a stick, but which proved upon 
closer examination to be a flute. 
This sea­ 
son he adds dancing to his other nccora 
plishments, 
and this 
feat he executes 
with remarkable 
skill, considering 
the 
Chinese shoe and mode of dress, which 
arc anything but conducive* to the graceful 
sway of the waltz. 
I suppose he takes for 
his motto, “ w hen you are in Rome you 
must do as the Kotnftns do,” adapting him­ 
self to hi® surroundings as gracefully as pos­ 
sible, drinking punch and even goiur so far 
as to joiu a fashionable German club. 
I 
hear he complained very much of the latter, 
because he had great difficulty in.obtaining 
partners for the German, notwithstanding 
he alw ays went through the form of sending 
exquisite flowers, and paid the fair ones 
every possible attention. 
We Americans are 
making rapid strides towards hero-worship, 
but I doubt if the young woman could be 
found who would be willing to accept this Ce­ 
lestial magnate of the East with all of his fine 
speeches, gallant ways, and beautiful flowers, 
in preference toa young “Melican man” with 
only a good figure and possibly a handsome 
face to recommend him. 
The Japanese Minister has taken a sum 
mer residence near Washington, in the Mount 
Pleasant neighborhood. 
His wife and chil­ 
dren, contrary to the Chinese custom, ac­ 
company him to this country, and Madame 
Mutsu spends most of her leisure moments 
translating a Japanese novel into English. 
She speaks English most fluently, and does 
not 
hesitate 
to 
pronounce 
America 
a most attractive abiding place. 
While I am on the subject of the Japanese 
and Chinese I do not think it would be out 
of place to say that I learn from very good 
authority that Rear Admiral Shufeldt has not 
been offered the Mission to China. 
He and 
Secretary Blaine have always sustained very 
friendly relations, hut such a thought as 
making him our Minister to China has evi 
dentlv never been seriously considered. 
Ad­ 
miral Shufeldt has within the last few years 
sped most of his time in Corea, and it is 
principally owing to his efforts that inter 
course has been opened between our Govern 
ment and Corea. The retired pay of a Rear 
Admiral is $5,000 a year for life, and it 
doubtful whether any sane Admiral would 
be willing to relinquish such a handsome an­ 
nual stipend for a few years residence at a 
foreign court, eveu if it were offered him. 
There is great rejoicing throughout the 
country in the Republican camp over the re 
election of Hon. William E. Chandler to the 
United States Senate from New-Hampshire, 
and I know of no one who is more deserving 
of success. 
Mr Chandler has been an ardent 
Republican all of his life and has worked 
most zealously for party success.

S ta te B o a rd o f H e a lth R e p o rt; 
There were 8,357 deaths in tlais Stale dur­ 
ing May, according to the monthly bulletin 
of the New-York State Board of Health, 
against 9,032 deaths in May, 1888. 
The total 
for the maritime district was 5,209, of which 
New-York had 3,165 and Brooklyn 1,525. 
In 
the Hudson Valley there were 920 deaths, iu 
the Adirondack district 268, in the Mohawk 
Valley 369, in the Southern Tier 266, in llie 
East Central district 336, in the West Central 
district 244, 
and 
in the Lake Ontario 
and Western district 
747. Albany had 
207 deaths, Binghamton 45, Syracuse 112, 
Rochester 151, and Buffalo 292. The number 
of deaths under five years was 2,773, or 33.2 
per cent, of the total. 
Acute respiratory dis­ 
eases led the classified list with 1,172, con­ 
sumption coming next with 1,102, digestive 
diseases 511, diseases of the circulatory sys­ 
tem 951, nervous diseases 951, cancer 227, 
croup and diphtheria 492, of which 397 were 
in the maritime district; scarlet fever 276, of 
which 211 were in the maritime district, and 
measles 108. 
Except as above stated the 
mortality was fairly scattered according to 
the population. 
Ths reported mortality for 
May is less than the average for the four pre 
ceding month of the year. 
The rate of infant 
mortality is also lower than for cither of the 
preceding four months, but is a little higher 
than that of last year. 
There is a falling 
off in the mortality from scarlet fever 
and measles, the prevalence of which lias 
been previously noted. There is also 
aller proportion of deaths from dip 
theria, 5.90 per ceDt. of the total mortality 
being from this cause, or nearly 1 per cent, 
less than the proportion for the four preced­ 
ing months. 
No death from small pox is re­ 
ported, for the first time since September, 
1886; it is not known to exist in any locality 
in the State. 
From all zymotic diseases there 
were 155.91 deaths in each 1.000 deaths from 
all causes, being lower than for either of the 
preceding months of the year. 
From con­ 
sumption there were 131.73 deaths in each 
1.000 deaths from all causes and 197.13 per 
1.000 deaths above the age of five years.

A new stage gun has been invented by M 
Pbillippe, Secretary of the Bouffee-Parisien 
nes. 
It contains a long spiral spring, which 
carries a needle at the end. 
The piece is 
loaded by compressing the spring, which is 
retained by a simple mechanism, and insert 
ing in the muzzle a cork, which contains a 
charge of fulminating mercury. 
On pulling 
the trigger the spring is released, and the 
needle strikes the fulminate, which explodes 
blowing the cork into dust. 
It is said that 
these gims can be leveled directly at any per 
son and discharged without risk.

A ild H ie E lo p e m e n t o f a .V oting iVomiUl o f 
U lste r C o u n ty —A P a rd o n for lJ u n la p . 
A pardon to Dfinlap; Nohlirtmptori Brtnk 
Hilther, now serving a 20-years’ sentence in 
Charlestown Prison, Mass.. will probably be 
granted by the Governor's Council, at a 
meeting to be held next month. 
Dunlap 
came close to recciviug a pardon a year ago, 
when the facts that he had reformed, that he 
hail boon a model prisoner, and that the 
President of the robbed bank worked in his 
fit rot; wcte tised rts arguments for tlm pardpfi. 
This year the fact that Dunlap honorably 
served bis country in the late war is another 
argument used in his behalf. 
The New-York World says: 
“ Dunlap 
maintains that Edson, a travelling salesman 
for a safe manufacturer, wa« the chief pro- 
motel* of the Northampton Bank rohliery and 
had made it his ¡business to . show how easy 
it Was to rob saíes with ail ait pump. 
Ldsciu 
was so expert that the idea occurred to him 
to do a little bank robbery on bis own ac­ 
count by standing in with the robbers and 
then making a sale of his safes afterwards. 
He laid his plans before Ryan, a New-York 
crook, .who took Edward Lyons and William 
ConnOfs liilo ills CBnfidbilt t;. At flli~ time 
Connors and Walsh kept a gamhling-liouse 
in which was a safe. 
On a certain Sunday 
morning, 
when 
Red 
Leary, 
Dun 
lap, 
Scott, 
Connors and \ Mason 
were 
present, 
Edson showed that with a pound 
of power he could get inside of the safe in 
eight minutes, and an ftgreement was made 
betwCcti Coiinofs aiid Edson for a division of 
spoils in tuiure operations. 
Scott and Dun­ 
lap went to Wilkesbarre to select a bank 
afe for operations, but that project was 
abandoned at Edson’s suggestion that the 
Northampton Bank was a bigger catch. 
He 
had learned from the cashier, lie said, that 
the bank had ih ft vault ft package of United 
States bonds worth $500,000. 
Dunlap says 
he advised Scott to wash his hands of the 
transaction, as they both had been previous­ 
ly honest, but Edson won all the men over 
and the robbery was planned. 
The cashier 
was called upon, and he was forced to yield 
the combination at the point of a pistol and 
the ladies in his house were treated to gross 
indignities. 
The safe was blown open and 
$12,000 in cash and $1,500,000 in securities 
stolen. 
The motley was divided in this 
City, Edsctl getting $1,30». 
About two 
eeks after the robbery Scott and Jatfles 
Brady started with a team to Northampton 
to get the bonds. 
They reached Springfield 
on a Monday morning, and read in a paper 
that two men had started fur the swag. They 
returned to New-York nt onee. 
Edson bad 
given the tip,Dunlap says. 
At this time Ed­ 
son proposed to Dunlap .and Scott to return 
the stuff and get $100.000 in cash for it. 
He 
said that Director Williams believed lie could 
negotiate with the burglars, and had made 
this proposition to Edson. 
Dunlap advised 
the robbers to take $75,000 and give up the 
securities,but they wanted $150,000 or $200,- 
000, nnd then it was learned that Rdson was 
working with the Pinkertons. 
Dunlap said 
he had been approached by a detective for a 
divvy,’ and when asked who he was an­ 
swered ‘ Georere Elder.’ ” 
“ The plunder was concealed in the belfry 
of an old stone church in Astoria, L. I. 
It 
was set beneath the turret flooring in an iron 
casket. 
Here Red Leary made a raid and 
tole the securities, a portion of which he re­ 
turned to secure immunity, 
lie is dead 
now.” 
“The most remarkable incident connected 
ith the great hunk robbery was a story told 
by the widow of Robert C. Scott; a friend, 
companion and fellow-prisoner of Dunlap. 
Mrs. Scott’s maiden name was Mary B. Wood, 
and she was the daughter of a wealthy 
dealer in live stock and produce in l ister 
County, N. Y. 
She was educated in the 
Moravian Seminary at Bethlehem, Pa., 25 
years ago, and there fell in with Robert 
Smith, an owner of racing horses and a man 
of culture and means, 
lie was handsome, 
x feet tall, and Mary, then* only 14 years of 
age, fell madly in love. 
The couple eloped 
and were married in Jersey City, May 15, 
1873. 
They removed to Brooklyn and went 
tn Newport on a wedding tour. 
Horses, car­ 
riages and an elegantly-equipped home await­ 
ed (heir arrival. 
Scott claimed to be a play­ 
wright and an author, but was the compan­ 
ion of thieves and burglars, entirely unknown 
to his trusting young bride. 
He was proud 
of her and lavished money on her happi­ 
ness.”

to dispute his authority. The boy was pai 
ticulurly fond of geography and arithmetic, 
and seemed never so happy as when, pointer 
in hand, lie was allowed to ramble at his own 
sweet will over the face of the map.

seemed to bis fellow pupils to have tile lati­ 
tude and longitude Of Cat'll place at Ids fin­ 
gers’ ends, 
lie was also a eood peutiiaií.ftüd 
on this account was often selected by the por­ 
ter to enter the names of visitors in ¡1 book 
kept for that purpose, and at times lie was 
even invited into the clerk’s office to help 
with tlm accounts.

Other books, such as the report­ 
er’s report-book and the clerk’s account- 
books, iiiay throw additional light upon the 
early days of Stanley.

The whole number of licenses granted to 
date by (he Board of Excise is 135, classified 
as fellows: Hotel, 41; ale and beer, 80; store­ 
keepers, 9; drug store, 5. The total amount 
received for such licenses is $7,794.20, as 
follows: Hotel, $3,075; ale and beer, $4,000; 
storekeepers, $409.20; drugstore, $250. The 
foregoing figures were copied from a list 
compiled by Excise Commissioner Winchell 
for the Alms Commissioners, and which he 
says be left in the City Clerk’s room for the 
Alms Commissioners to act upon at the meet­ 
ing last night. The Alms Commissioners 
failed to receive the list. The total amount 
received for licenses last year was $9,415. 
The members of the Board oí Excise have in 
their hands the money for four licenses asked 
for, but not granted. 
A citizen who favors out of-door exercise 
has given some hints regarding clothing tobe 
worn in bicycling and horseback riding, 
which may be useful to novices, as follows : 
“ In horseback riding the clothing should be 
snug, though not so tight-fitting as to retard 
free movement of the limbs. There should 
lie no loose ends living about. Nothing 
takes away from the grace of a horseman so 
much as to see him with coat tails flying and 
breeches flapping in the wind.

ing supporters. A man can work the pedals 
with ease when wearing long stockings even 
without knee-breeches. If he prefers wear­ 
ing ordinary trousers it is better to have them 
cut quite narrow at the lxittoin or they may 
become entangled in the spokes of tlie wheel 
or in the chain if a safety. A Norfolk 
jacket is haudy for bicycling, although any 
short sacque coat, if loose fitting, will do.” 
Hundreds of hoys and girls bring berries 
here to sell.

The Alms Commissioners met last night at 
City Hall. 
There were present E. M. Brigham, George 
, Wachmeyer, David Mulholland, James 
Sweeney,Charles H. Van Wocrt, Henry Koltz, 
James L. VauDeuscn and William Turner. 
The major part of the session was occupied 
in discussing the license question, and what 
course the Board should pursue against pro­ 
prietors of unlicensed places here. 
It was stated that during the past year 
judgments had been obtained in 14 eases 
where parties had violated the excise law nnd 
that the costs of the same were $409.92, of 
which amount $175.68 had been collected, 
leaving a balance of $234 24 uncollected. 
Commissioner Wachmeyer said that lie 
was desirous of ascertaining how much the 
Board was indebted to the attorney who 
had handled the cases, and whether the 
Board had received any money. He saw no 
necessity for the City paying one penny in 
the premises, nnd denounced the proceedings 
as a piece of humbug. 
Chairman Brigham said he could not state 
how much the City is indebted to counsel 
It was showu that the fiues in the cases re­ 
ferred to had been remitted, the offenders 
merely paying costs. 
Commissioner Wachmeyer—“There is no 
reason why fines should be given away and 
costs put upon the City.” 
The Chairman replied that if penalties had 
been collected that the amount would have 
aggregated $700. 
Commissioner VanWoert—“ The quicker 
a settlement is made in those cases the better. 
I do not believe the attoney has pushed 
things along.” 
Commissioner Sweeney said he believed the 
Board could effect a settlement with Counsel 
Richard W. Sparling. 
Commissioner Mulholland asked that in 
case a new attorney was chosen, if the lawyer 
could take hold of cases now pending. 
Commissioner Wachmeyer—“ It would be 
well to make a settlement with the present 
counsel. There are applicants for the of­ 
fice.” 
A motion that a settlement be effected and 
a report of ihe result lie submitted to the 
next meeting of the Board was adopted. 
The Chairman, Secretary and Chairman of 
the Committee on Laws were appointed to 
effect a settlement with Sir. Sparling. 
The Secretary was requested lo state if the 
Excise Board had presented a list of places 
licensed, as hail been promised. The Secre­ 
tary replied that tlie list had not been forth 
coming. 
Commissioner Koltz—“The members of the 
Excise Board ought to set a day for their last 
meeting. We cannot do anything until they 
do this.” 
Commissioner Wachmeyer said the state­ 
ment made that the Excise Board had to meet 
once each month to grant licenses was “ all 
nonsense.” Continuing he said: “ If the 
charter reads that way, then there is no end 
to the business.” 
’ Commissioner Sweeney replied that there 
was a limit. 
The Chairman requested the Secretary to 
state the purpose of the resolution passed at a 
previous meeting in regard to engaging a de­ 
tective to “ ferret out violators of the excise 
law.” 
The Secretary stated that the detective was 
not lo begin his labors until the Excise Board 
had completed its labors. 
Commissioner Wachmeyer—“ As a gen 
eral thing the public looks on this Board to 
see what conclusion it is coining to in this;

Commissioner Sweeney—“Places of bad 
repute bave been given a hotel license, and I 
don’t care who knows it.”

C oncerning Lam ps. 
[From Good Housekeeper.] 
Oil lias been burned in lamps for many 
centuries, but no real improvement in oil 
lamps waimade till about 100 years ago, or 
about-1783, when M. Argand, a Swiss who 
lived at London, invented the cylindrical 
wiek and burner, which has since borne bis 
name. Soon after the glass chimney was in­ 
troduced, and lighting by oil was fully revo­ 
lutionized. Tiiese two improvements mul­ 
tiplied the light to Ik obtained from a 
lamp, and by producing a perfect com­ 
bustion of tlie oil, obviated the smoke 
and had odors previously inseparable 
from the use of oil lamps. Other improve­ 
ments followed, one of the most notable be­ 
ing the placing of the reservoir of oil below 
the burner instead of above, making the lamp 
much more convenient. This was the dis­ 
covery of Philippe Girard, a Frenchman, 
about 1H07. Another French man, Cárcel, 
contrived a mechanism to regulate the supply 
of oil, but his contrivance was superseded by 
the moderator lamp, introduced about 60 
years ago. Some further modifications of 
lamps followed the discovery of petroleum, 
but these are the principal features included 
in the lamps of the present day, the Argand 
principle being substantially unchanged.

P reservative Q ualities of Soapstone. 
[From the Chicago Times.] 
A writer in a London journal calls atten­ 
tion to the unappreciated uses and preservative 
qualities of soapstone, a material, lie says, 
which possesses what may be regarded as ex­ 
traordinary qualities in withstanding atmos­ 
pheric influences, those especially which have 
so much lo do with the corrosion of iron and 
steel, it being a well known fact that the in­ 
side of a steamer, which is not exposed to the 
action of salt water like the bottom, corrodes 
much more quickly than the outside. It has 
too, an additional quality in this fine, one 
which adapts it in a remarkable degree as a 
protective point for ships, and this is tlie ex­ 
treme fineness of its graio; indeed ground 
soapstone is oue of the finest materials pro­ 
ducible, and from experiments made it is 
found that no other material is capable of 
taking hold 
of the 
fiber of iron 
and steel so readily and firmly as this. It 
is also fighter than metallic pigments, 
and on this account, when mixed as a paint, 
is capable of covering a larger surface than 
zinc white, red lead or oxide of iron. In 
China soapstone has long been largely used 
for preserving structures built of sandstone 
and other stones fiable to crumble from the 
effect of the atmosphere, and the covering 
with powdered soapstone in the form of paint 
011 some obelisks in that country composed of 
stone liable to atmospheric deterioration has 
been the means of preserving them intact for 
hundreds of years.
